The water of this lake surface 18
6,500 feet above the Columbia river in
front of this city, and, supplied as it is
by the comstant condensation of the
moist warma wind from off the
Pacific ocean, and fromm the melting
anows from off the ~eide of
Mount Hood, through the tortuons vol-
canic fissures and channels from its very
craler, 5,000 feet above, guarantees to the
gettler, who occupies the high table
lande and prairies such as Wapanitia,
Wamiec, and other similarly sitnated
fruitful lande, & source of perpetual
wealth when properly applied by a sys-
tem of irrigation of a broad puoblic char-
acter which, from the action of the gov-
ernment, we had entertained reason fo
believe was being attempted.

We are assured, and justified in saying
that Senator Dolph had been making
efforts and preparation to apply this

by the government, to the whole great
basin of Eastern Oregon, containing sedi-
mentary deposit lands larger in area than
the whole of New England.

Our citizens will remember that a
public meeting was held in the county
court rooms to discuss this matter, and
to prepare an adequate, extended repre-
sentation of its great importance to =
wonderful area of territory, suited to
esaupply in froitfal lands, a nation of
people; who with irrigation added, in
an ample method, which the waters of
this lake, and ite wonderful situation
guarantees, if directed by the govern-
ment.

We can but express deep regret to
learn that a speculative party, named
the Oregon Land, Irrigation, Timber
and Fuel Co., sitnated at Portland, has
taken measures, under the state law
enacted the last session, to aitempt to
take control of all these waters, and the
immense volume of privileges which are
qualified by, and co-partners therewith ;
